(2) Where an employee whose standard weekly hours of work are 
less than forty hours, or who holds a position listed in Schedule A, is 
required to work on a holiday that falls on a day that is a day of rest 
for that employee, he shall be paid compensation therefor at two and 
one-half times the rate of his hourly remuneration. 


(3) Where an employee whose standard weekly hours of work 
are forty hours or more is required to perform his duties on a holi- 
day that falls on a day that is a day of rest for that employee, he shall 
be paid compensation therefor at three times the rate of his hourly 
remuneration.” 


3. Subsection (2) of section 89 of the said Regulations is revoked and 
the following substituted therefor: 


“(2) Unless a casual employee has been continuously employed 
for a period of at least thirty days, he shall not be paid in respect of 
any holiday on which he does not perform the duties of his position.”

“91. Notwithstanding anything in the Act or these Regulations, 
where a casual employee is required to work on a holiday, he shall 
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be paid additional compensation therefor at one and one-half times the 
rate of his hourly remuneration.” 


5. Section 93 of the said Regulations is revoked and the following sub- 
stituted therefor: 

“93. A person who has been continuously employed as a casual 
employee for a period of thirty days or more is entitled, at such time 
as he ceases to be a casual employee, to be paid an amount equal to 
four per cent of the amount of the pay and compensation for overtime 
he received in that period.” 


6. Section 100 of the said Regulations is revoked and the following 
substituted therefor: 

“100. (1) Subject to this section and section 77A, a part-time em- 
ployee who holds a position listed in Schedule D, who earns six 
hundred dollars per annum or less or whose remuneration is estab- 
lished at an hourly rate shall not be granted leave of absence.

behalf of the Government of Canada may receive 
in addition to his judicial salary, such moving 
or transportation expenses and living allowance 
aS the Governor in Council may fix by general or 
special order; and 


as that from time to time judges are requested by 
the Minister of Justice or by the Deputy Minister 
of Justice to perform duties or services in relation 
to matters pertaining to the administration of 
justice within federal jurisdiction away from 
their ordinary places of residence, and it is 
expedient that such judges be paid moving or 
transportation expenses and living allowances 
while performing such duties or services, as in 
the case of ordinary attendances in court or 
chambers. 


The Committee, therefore, on the recommendation 
of the Minister of Justice, advise that pursuant to 
subsection (3) of section 39 of the Judges Act, Your Excellency 
may be pleased to authorize that a judge of a superior, district 
or county court or a District Judge in Admiralty of the 
Exchequer Court who performs away from his ordinary place 
of residence any duty or service in relation to the admini- 
stration of justice at the request or under the authority
